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A NOTABLE TRIUMPH. 


In the early part of the open season of 1915, a com- 
pany was formed for the purpose of building a new thea- 
tre in St. Louis, to be known as the Pageant, and in- 
stalling high class pictures. The promoters of this en- 
terprise were hypnotized by a suave infernal machine 
agent, to install one of these fearful contraptions in lieu 
of a human orchestra. These promoters were waited on 
by representatives of Local No. 2, and informed that 
there was no objection to installing this musical Moloch, 
provided all other requirements were complied with. 

There were and still are about twenty theatres in St. 
| ouis operated on the same plan as it was provosed to 
overate the Pageant, namely, on a bosis of ten and 
twenty cents admission. The mirimum number in or- 
chestra in these places, in aceordance with the regula- 
tions established by the Local, is not less than five. This 
would mean that with a union overator on the imitation 
music box, four other real musicians would have to be 
em»loyed. Of these twenty theatres complying with this 
rule. but two confine themselves to the minimum of five: 
all the rest employ from one to four more than the mini- 
mum; so the demand that the Pageant comply with this 
rule could not by any stretch of the imagination be 
construed as being unreasonable. However, these 
newly-fledged, doughty knights of the buskin proclaimed 
in deen chest tones their determination to run their busi- 
ness to suit themselves, without dictation from any darn 
horn blowers’ union, and succeeded in persuading a fairly 
rood young union musician to accent the task of trying 
to manipulate this noisy monster. Of course, the voung 
musician automatically expelled himself. 





once placed a-strong, lively picket line onthe job, to in- 
form the public as to the actial situdtidn. In former 
times this would have resulted in‘a patrol wagon back- 
jing up.and chucking the pickets in, then a. free ride to 
the police cell. But lately the Missouri jiidges, to.a 
large extent, Have had their ears to the ground and have 
heard the voice of the dear people 4nd decided that pick- 
eting, when not acconipanied with violence, is legal. 
Violence was avoided by tlie pickets, But the managers 
tried their best td. create violence, dnd were unpleasantly 
surprised when threatened with arrest by the police if 
they did not desist in their unfair tactics. 

The agitation was vigdrously pushed, and patrons 
kept away from the place because they realized that it 
was a question of thie machine displacing the living, 
breathing man. The managers then applied for an in- 
junction from the Federal Court. This was refused on 
the ground that, as a Missouri corporation they must 
apply to the State Courts. The corporation then changed 
itself into a Delaware corporation and again went into 
the same Federal Court and asked for protection as a 
foreign corporation. The Court took the matter under 
advisement, and after about four months postponements, 
decided the Court had no jurisdiction, and the Pageant 
fell flat as a flounder. 

On Feb. 5, 1916, an orchestra of five members of 
Local No. 2, one of whom runs the merry-go-around, took 
their places in the orchestra pit of the Pageant Theatre. 

As an unadorned, unvarnished tale, this reads as if 
it was very easy, but it was much more like the historical 
incident that occurred between the parrot and _ the 
monkey, namely, it was one h—I of a time, but we won. 
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PREPAREDNESS. |! 


Just at this time the subject of “preparedness” is 
taking u» a midjor portion of public attention. The 
veorle of the cottutry are divided into three distinct 
sroups on this question. One group favors a large navy 
and huge standing army. This group is supposed to be 
supported by the “Big Business Interests,” representing 
the Morgatis, Rockefellers. Schwabs and other huge cor- 
‘orations, interested in the manufacture of arms, muni 
‘ions and warships. They know that all things earthly 
must have an end, therefore, the Eufonean war must end 
some time, and when it does, their great plants will be 
Id scrap, unless they get this country committed to the 
olicy of largely increased armament, both on land and 
sea. This group is controlled ptirely by mercenary and 
selfish motives. 

There is another group that is unalterably opposed 
to any increase in armament On land or sea, largely be 
cause they think that the first group mentioned is back 
ing this movement. These people are earnest, honest. 
and sincere in their op»osition to increased armaments 
There is a third group that is also honest and square 
in the belief that this country should be better preoared 
to meet possible emergencies than it is now or ever was 
before. These peonvle are familiar with the history of 
our country and know. well how often we have been 
humiliated and despoiled because of our unprepvaredness 
The first war we had after the end of the Revolution, 
in 1783, was with Great Britain, in 1812. In August 
1814, Admiral Cockburn, in command of the English 
fleet, sailed up the Potomac River, anchored in front o* 
Washington, landed 4,000 soldiers, under Gen. Ross. 
scattered a few thottsand militia, hastily organized to 
oppose him, and burned the capitol. The country had 
to suffer this humiliation on account of unpreparedness 
In 1846 we declared war on Mexico. In comparison 
with its resources, the United States was utterly unpre 
ared. We = successfully blundered through because 
Mexico was even in a worse condition of preparedness 
than we were. 

In 1861, when the country was on the verge of the 
greatest crisis in its history, and needed a strong armed 
force to defend it against domestic foes, hardly a man 
was available. If there had been 50,000 trained, well! 
equipped soldiers at hand, secession would have been 
squelched at its inception and the country soared four 
vears of dreadful civil war with all its frightful losses of 
lives and pronerty. We are still paying a pension bill 
if $170,000,000 per year on account of that war. 

The Spanish-American war of 1898 was a veritable 
international military comedy. 

If we had a real power to face, like Kmgland, France 
or Germany, the result would have been quite different 
We might have won in the end, but at what a cost. 

That a nation of the magnitude of the United States 
with a commerce encircling the globe, and interests 
everywhere, should be absolutely defenseless is arrant 
Since August, 1914, we have found out that 
honor among nations is a travesty, and treaties “mere 
scraps of paver.” The United States ought to be pre 
vared to defend itself against any possible ambitious 
marauder who might be tempted by our wealth and de 
fenselessness to pick a quarrel with us. as the wolf did 
with the lamb, and greatly profit thereby. 

Our 3,000 miles of ocean is no longer a barrier; in 
fact it really never was, as England, in the 1812 war 
‘'anded troops on American soil at will. In the present 
unpleasantness in Eurove, England has easily trans 
ported a half million men and equipments from Aus 


nonsense. 
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tralia, East India and Canada to any point where they 





were needed. So we itiiay ds well cease Htiggitig this 
delusion; but there is nb need to go itito military hys- 
teria ds so many Have Udne. 

The niost noise if tinddubtedly being made by the 
munitions and arms manufacturers and the ship builders. 

An organization has been formed, known as the “Na- 
tional Security League,” whose sole sldgan is “Prépared- 
ness.” A congress of representative delegates was Held 
in Washington, D. C.; January 20, 21 atid 22; 1916, THe 
Mayors of the larger cities were aut jorized tod appoint 
delegates to the cdngreéss. Mayor. Henry Kiel; of St. 
Louis, Mo., appointed as dne of the délégatés repfesént- 
ing that city, Owen Miller, Secretary of the A. F. of M. 
He accepted the appointment and attended the congress. 

The congress was composed largely df retired afiniy 
and navy officers, former heads of State; War and Navy 
Departments, a number 6f corporation attorneys, arid the 
balance representatives of big business concérn§; and a 
number of women representing prominent Women’s or- 
ganizations. Secretary Miller was the only delegate of 
the proletariat in the congress. 

The newspapers were full of insinuations as to the 
sincerity of this congress. The idea was prevalent tHat 
this congress was being promoted and financed by the 
big munition manufacturers. Representative Kitchen, 
of North Carolina, leader of the Democratic majority, 
the day before the congress convened, boldly made the 
same charge on the floor of the House. 


To test the sincerity of the congress, Secretary 
Miller introduced the following resolution at the first 
session, to-wit. 


Whereas, The question of preparedness is one of vita‘! inter- 
est to every American citizen; and, 

Whereas, There are a number of organizations and periodi- 
cals in this country that are discouraging the idea of prepared- 
ness as much as possible on thé grotind that this movement for 
preparedness on the part of the United States of America is 
fostered and encoufaged almost entirely by the wealthy capital- 
sts, interested in the manufacture of munitions, gun powder 
and the building of warships; and, 

Whereas, The Nationa! Security League is an organization 
composed entirely of citizens who have not the slightest in- 
terest in the manufacture of munitions or the building of war- 
ships, but are solely imbued with the idea that these United 
States of America should be prepared, at al: times, to meet any 
hostile nations in any part of the world. Therefore,.be it 

Resolved, by this. conference of the National Security 
League, That it is the concensus of opinion of this conference 
that the manufacture of munitions and gun powder should be 
made in p:ants owned and controlled by the government of the 
United States; That all the steel required for munitions and 
warships should be manufactured in steel plants owned and 
controled by the United States government; and, That all war- 
ships of every character, from dreadnaughts to submarines, 
should be built only in ship yards owned and controlled by 
the United States government. 


The resolution was referred to the Committee: on 
Resolutions, of which Gen. Luke E. Wright, Ex-Secre- 
‘ary of War, was chairman, and Mr. Roger Bacon, Ex- 
Secretary of State, was the most prominent member. 
The resolution never saw the light of day. It was 
uried alive. The committee in its revort did not re- 
motely touch tnon this important subject. When the 
motion was put to adopt the report of the committee, 
Mr. Miller took the floor and vigorously insisted on his 
resolution being recognized. The Washington Star pub- 
lished this incident of the congress, as follows: 


Speaker Heckled By Mistake. 

One particu‘arly interesting feature of the debate on the 
resolutions came when Owen Miller, of St. Louis, asked for 
recognition, and launched into a speech, the opening sentences 
§ which were immediately m‘sunderstood and hissed. Mr. 
Miller announced that he was probab‘y the only “wage-earner” 
present, meeting with cries of “No!” “No!” and going on to 
say that he had taken part in a convention of the American 
Federation of Labor in San Francisco which had dealt with 
the subject of increased military preparedness, and at which 
there had been made statements that the munitions makers of 
the country are back of the cry for increased military pre- 
paredness. 

Hisses. shouts of “Name one!” “Cut that out!” “It isn’t 
true!” and so on arose all over the ha‘l, and Mr. Miller had 
lifficulty in making himself understood, with the result that 
Mr. Menkin, the President of the Security League, shouted at 
the audience: 

“He is not indorsing those sentiments. He is only repeat- 
‘ng what has been widely said. We wi-l let him‘go on, and 
we will give him more than his allotted time to do it in, if he 
lesires.” 


Disapproval Turns To Applause. 


The members of the convention, which packed and jammed 
1e baliroom of the hotel, then began to applaud Mr. Miller, 
ind it turned out that he wished to advocate government own- 
‘rsh'p of munition plants to counteract the idea that munition 
makers can bring about war. an idea, it seemed, which was 
shared to some extent by Mr. Menkin, the President of the 
irganization, who had introduced a_ resolution along those 
‘ines himself. in the resolution committee, but which had. not 
been reported out. 

“Many of the American people,” Mr. Miler said, “are under 
4 false impression as to the attitude of organized labor toward 
‘his question. We are for preparedness; we are for everything 
that you, who are better off in this world’s goods than we are, 
are for, and if our sons are called upon to shed their blood in 
a common cause for the country the only thing we want is that 
1r sons shal stand side by side and shed their blood equally 
with the sons of the rich, and not be so placed as we were 
during the Civil War, when, under the draft act, a man could 
buy a subst‘tute. We are ready to meet you on a fair and 
square hasis.” 


Mr. Miller was loud’y applauded. 


} 


The convention then adovted an amendment to the 
report virtually endorsing this idea.

They cut off food 
supplies from whole countries, starving to death their 
yeonles. 

Their on-rushing battalions, without compunctions 
lrive before them in affrighted confusion the young and 
1d—the maimed, the halt and the blind.

And many a childing mother there

To them murder, arson, piracy and lying are com 
nonplaces. In all the long category of offenses agains 
God and man there is not a crime which they do not com 
nit. In the carrying out of their plans they stop at 
nothing. 

They are not executed for their misdeeds nor even 
‘onfined in insane asylums. On the contrary, they are 
‘f sufficiently successful in their murderous enterprises 
honored above all the men of their time. Titles are con- 
ferred on them, and large pensions, and these go dowr 
‘o their children’s children. They go on the pages of 
history as among the world’s greatest men, and our chil 
lren are taught to honor and revere them as such. 

Many of these men are professing Christians and 
actually worship Christ. The nations which employ them 


al to aid them in slaughtering their brothers. Chris 
ians of every shade of belief, with a few honorable ex 
‘eptions (alas! how few) support them with voice, with 
ballot and with money. Two-thirds (and more) of the 
revenues of the great nations are spent, directly or in 
lirectly, for the support of the fine art of murder on a 
wholesale scale. Were this sum used for works of mercy 
for deeds of kindness, and for acts of justice, it would go 
far towards making these lands an Eden.

On the editorial page of the February 
issue of the International Musician, under the 
caption ‘‘Free Music,” appears a very able 
argument against gratuitous rendering of mu- 
sical services, and incorporated in the article 
is an extract from a recent action taken by 
Pittsburgh Local to stamp out the soliciting o1 
gratuitous work. The article is well worth 
the careful perusal of every member of this 
Local, as it affects us all. It is a pleasure to 
note the manner in which our neighboring 
Local has handled the situation and we extend 
our congratulations. As from experience we 
know that the enactment of a stringent meas: 
ure of this nature naturally aroused for a time 
a somewhat hostile feeling, even among a por- 
tion of the membership of the Local. In years 
past this Local was very generous in granting 
permission for gratuitous playing for all kinds 
of benevolent functions, until the proverbial 
“last straw” event occurred. Some two or 
three years ago a great charitable carnival was 
organized to extend over a whole week. The 
owner of a newly erected building donated the 
use of his building (the building, unoccupied, 
cost the owner nothing, the carnival promoters 
paying the incidental expenses of light, heat 
and such like. Each night was to be under the 
auspices of some strong organization, organ- 
ized labor receiving the great honor of open- 
ing the event, under the name of ‘‘Federation 
Night,” and of course, this Local was. solicited 
to contribute free music. The Local’s execu- 
tive board was beguiled and they fell for it, 
when, lo and behold ,they were flooded with 
petitions from various other bodies to permit 
its members to donate their services for them. 
These requests were backed up and urged by 
various members of our Local. The board 
then realized that they had opened a sort o 
Pandora’s Box, and knew not what to do. In 
self-defense they announced that members 
could go and play the different nights as much 
as they chose. Curious to know to what ex- 
tent donation of musical services would be 
carried, a record was kept of the number of 
musicians playing and the length of time each 
which showed the astonishing fact that, ii 
working on a paid basis, it was worth almost 
$500. Now comes the sequel. In the appor- 
tionment of the net receipts of the carnival, a 
dissension arose and the secret was divulged 
that the manager of the carnival was prom- 
ised 20 per cent of the proceeds for his ser- 
vices. The laborer is worthy of his hire, and 
so was he, but the publicity of the secret 
agreement opened the eyes of our members 
at last to the fact that they had been ex- 
ploited for a lot of suckers, and then it war 
that the Local absolutely abolished the musical 
donations. 

The Park Theatre is once more to make a 
change in its policy. Opening the season with 
pictures, it changed to stock, and now is be- 
coming a one-night stand. 

Are your dues paid for this quarter? Those 
who have neglected to pay up will be sus- 
pended from work April 1st, and leaders em- 
ploying men who are not in good standing wil’ 
have to suffer the consequences, as well as 
the man playing the engagement, knowing 
himself to be not in good standing. At the 
recent symphony orchestra concert one mem- 
ber of the orchestra played the concert not- 
withstanding that he had been suspended from 
work for non-payment of dues, and the ex- 
ecutive board has his case in hand. 

Bro. Lawson, leader of the Eagles Band, is 
holding regular weekly rehearsals and is 
greatly pleased with the progress of his band. 
The annual convention of the Order of Eagles 
will be held in Savannah, Ga., during the 
coming July, and the local lodge of Eagles 
of Savannah have taken an action which at 
present has rendered the convention unfair to 
union musicians. They recently admitted to 
membership a near-by regular army band, fpr 
the purpose of using it as a lodge band dur- 
ing the convention. This act will prevent the 
A. F. of M. bands from playing the engage- 
ment. 

Frank H. Losey’s conservatory for band and 
orchestral instruments is meeting with de- 
serving popularity, and has enrolled as stu- 
dents musicians from various parts of the 
country. Students can enter at any time and 
the individual attention given enables a stu- 
dent to make as rapid progress as his ability 
will permit. In addition to producing su 
perior musicians, the principles of unionisin 
is inculcated in such a manner that the fin- 
ished product goes forth not only proficient in 
his art, but also a supporter of the A. F. of 
M. 

The Moose Band, under the direction and 
management of Bro. W. E. Ackerman, is in- 
dustriously preparing for the coming summer 
season. The weekly rehearsals are well at 
tended, and a prosperous season is anticipated. 
Fifteen new members were recently added tc 
the band. 

Just one last word:—Dues for the second 
quarter become due April Ist. Pay early and 
avoid the penalty. Members whose dues for 
this quarter are not yet paid will confer a 
great favor upon themselves by paying before 
April ist. and incidentally prevent suspension 
from work.

We can’t 
see any fairness in it. We have had three ex- 
ecutive meetings for this case, and have never 
seen anything of an I. A. T. S. E. Our in- 
vitation was ignored. But we are always me- 
naced by receiving “sassy” letters from New 
York; so I finish our last chapter—it is a per- 
sonal deal. This member desires the head 
stage carpentering of the house and the man- 
ager objects, with good reason. The rest of 
the union will not go back until he is made to 
do so. Is that fairness? Is that unionism? 
We may live in the woods but our heads are 
not made of the same material. 
Our little differences with the Trades As- 
sembly over some of our members not belong- 
ing to their trades unions is being adjusted 
as quickly as possibe, and we hope to report 
at our next meeting that satisfaction has been 
restored to all concerned.
